The Secretary of Siate Resents the Unawarranted 
Interference of the Secretary of the Navy— 
The Complaint Seconded by Secretary 
Lincoln—A Ruffis Among the Brothers. 


Wasninoton, October 25.—An air of truth 
is given to the story about trouble in the cabi- 
net by the statement that it involves two 
members. If it had been said that the 
disagreement involved only one 
some people would not have believed it. One 
of the two emphatically complains of inter- 
ference with the affairs of his department by 
the head of another department. The presi- 
dent having assumed the entire responsi- 
bility for the alleged grievance, the com- 
plaining of the cabinet has 
only to yield gracefully or _ resign. 
The half of what did actually happen 
has not been told, and probably all will never 
be known except by the president and his 
advisers. They are naturally disinclined to 
talk about the matter for publication, but in 
private conversation some of them are less 
reticent. Itappears that the ‘‘disagreement’’ 
involves more than two members of the cabi- 
net. For some time the secretary of state has 
felt jealous of the influence and activity of 
the secretary of the navy as well as resentful, 
on account of his ‘‘unwa@ranted interference”’ 
in matters whicn belong to the state depart- 

When the cabinet had assembled, Mr. Fre- 
linghuyson, who it is well known isof a rath- 
er excitable temperament, said the time had 
come when he must solemnly protest against

any further interference with matters con- 


cerning his department by the secretary of 
the navy. When the state and navy depart- 
ments were brought side by side under the 
same roof, he had felt a misgiving on account 
of the restiess disposition of r. 
Chandler, and as a _ wise precaution 
he had contrived high and strong iron gates, 
surmounted with sharp pickets, and directed 
them to be placed in all passageways between 
the two departments.* He had orderei these 
gates to be securely locked every night, in 
order to give Mr. Chandler to understand that 
he was not to trespass upon the dignity or 
functions of the diplomatic department of 
the government. His precautions and warn- 
ings bad been of no ayail. 

Not only had an ofticer of the navy negoti- 
ated a treaty with Corea, but when the Core- 
an embasy unfurled its flag in Washington 
recentiy in his absence, two navy officers had, 
by direction of the head of their department, 
been temporavily attached to the suite-of the 
embasy. Moreover, another officer of the 
navy had just published,under the official aus- 
pices of tuat department, a descriptive sketch 
of Corea and the Coreans. When Mr. Frelin- 
linghuysen concluded with the remark 
that he would submit to no 
further interference by the head 
of another department, there was subdued 
applause from several members of the cabi. 
net, and the president showed signsof anx- 
iety. Secretary Folger said he was impelled 
to remark that he had felt that there was 
‘‘unwarranted interference’ with matters be- 
* longing to his department. The president 
seemed more uneasy and perplexed than 
ever, and turned to the postmaster-general 
and acvtorney-general, with whom he 
held a whispered conference, which 
was interrupted by the secretary of 
war. Mr. Lincoln said he had hitherto been 
silent respecting what he regarded as unwar- 
ranted interferences by the secretary of the 
interior and the secretary of the navy in mat- 
ters which belonged solely to the military 
arm of the governmont. ‘The discussion got 
so warm that the president was compelled to 
interfere and abruptly adjourned the meet- 
ing. It is said that when the president ad- 
journed the meeting he did it with the re- 
mark that he assumed the entire responsibil- 
ity, and if any gentleman did not like it he 
could resign his oflice. 


ASTORY BY LONGSTREET 


In Which Me Explains Ex«President Davis's Opposi« 
tion to Him. 

WASHINGTON, October 25.—General Long- 
street is credited with this explanation of 
Jefferson Davis’s dislike to him: ‘Just after 
the fall of Fort Donelson, where Albert 
Sidney Johnston lost such an opportunity as 
few men ever have given them in a lifetime, 
I was at Richmongd, and, with several other 
officers, cailed upon Mr. Davis. We had just 
been talking of Donelson before we came in, 
and were wondering how on earth, with 
three divisions of infancry, General Johnston 
had not done better. We met Mr. Davis. 
He spoke of the affair, and said he had writ- 
ten General A. 8. Johnston to tell him that 
he thought he (Johnston) did very well. I 
suppose I have never had much discretion,”’ 
continued General Longstreet, ‘‘but 1 could 
not stand this, and I said to Mr. Davis that 
his remark reminded me of a young doctor I 
once ‘Leard ol. He had just graduated, and 
his first case was ai: accouchement. Two or 
three days after it occurred, some one asked 
the young medico how he had done. “Oh, 
very well, very well,’’ he replied. ‘Did you 
save your patient,”’ continued his questioner, 
“No, the lady unfortunately died,’’ was the 
doctor's reply. ‘‘Well, I suppose the baby 
was ail right?’ the friend went on to say. 
“No, the baby died, too.’’ ‘Well, what do 
you mean by saying you did very well, if the 
mother and chiid poth died?’ insisted the 
questioner. ‘‘Weli, I saved the old man,”’ 
said the doctor. Mr. Davis never forgave 
me,’’ said the general, ‘‘and, when I was badly 
wounded at home in Georgia, after having 
been a corps commander, he sent to me to in- 
quire if 1 would take command of Hood’s di- 
vision when that officer was given the com- 
mand of the army of the Tennessee. I re- 
plied that, while 1 was ready and willing to 
go anywhere when I got able for duty, I 
shouid go back to my corps. That ended it, 
and I went back as soon as I could.’’

NO CONVICTION YET. 
The citizens committee have not thus far 
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of the ex-detectives ofthis city whom they 
caused to be indictéd, for alleged complicity 
with burglars and thieves. The trial of ex- 
Detectives McElfresh and Flinder upona 
charge of receiving stolen goods, ended to-day 
in averdict of not guilty. Detective Coomes 
had previously been acquitted. 

The naval advisory board held a long 
session to-day and at its close submitted a 
communication to Secretary Chandler, em- 
bodying their views, and as near as can be 
learned, recommending the construction of 
seven new naval vessels. The officers from 
the bureaus of engineering and constructien, 
have been for some time past, engaged in 
preparing plans for these vessels. 
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HARLAN IN TRAINING, 


Civil Rights Maniacs Arouaing tothe Support of the 
Political Judge. 

WASHINGTON, October 25.—A new presiden- 
tial star bas appeared in the political firma- 
ment. Whether it will prove a planet or 
nothing more than a comet can not yet be 
foretold, though there are indications that it 
nay have come tostay. Itsnameis Hartlan, 
the justice of the supreme court, whose dis- 
senting Opinion in regard to the civil rights 
law has attracted toward hina so much atten- 
tion and especially iniluenced the colored 
yoter so much in bis favor. 

“T tell you that Harlan is likely to become 
the strongest candidate that the party could 
pes up,’’ said a gentlemansin political circles 
1ere. ‘‘Tnerepublican party was likely to 
lose % good deal of strength by this 
decision, for the colored vote was anx- 
ious for an excuse to cut loose from it 
any way, but if they take up Harlan as their 
candidate next year, instead of the decision 
hurting them it will bring back every colored 
voter that they ever had and bring in what 
few had been with the democrats before. It 
is their only hope. Unless they can carry 
some of the southern states the chances are 
decidedly against them, and with the defec- 
tion from their ranks which the civil rights 
decision was likely to make there was of 
course no hope of their carrying a southern 
state. With Harlan and a fair vote they 
could carry Virginia, Mississippi,, Louisiana, 
Florida and North Carolina.”’ 


A DOCTOR’S CRIME. 


He Forces a Comrade into a Lonely House and Ex. 
tracts From Him 41,000. 

Sanpusky, Ohio, October 25.—Dr. John E. 
Mathers has been arrested here upon the 
charge of decoying Dr. George E. Gordon 
into an unoccupied house, and compelling 
him by threats of personal violence to give 
him a check for $500 and an order upon Mrs. 
Gordon fora similar amount. He made the 
following statement to-night: ‘Il planned 
therobbery of Dr. Gordon while I wasin Cleve- 
land, two weeksago. I knew that he had 
lately come into the possession of a consid- 
erabie sum of money, and I decided first to 
steal his daughter, age nine years, and hold 
her fora heavy ransom. Two other persons, 
whose names I will not divulge, were in the 
plot with me. 

When the time came to steal the child my 
heart failed me, and I decided instead to de- 
coy the doctor into an unoccupied house here 
and extract money from him. I disguised 
myself, procured the key of an empty house 
under the pretence that I wanted to 
rent it, and telephoned Dr. Gordon 
to come there and _ see a_ sick per- 
son. He came, and I grabbed him by the 
throat, and by threats compelled him to give 
me acheck and an order upon his wife. 
Then I tied him, locked him in the house 
and got into his buggy to drive to his resi- 
dence to get the money on the order. He 
escaped from the room, notified the police 
and they arrived at his residence before | did. 
Seeing them there I fled, going into the 
country, where I left the horse and buggy, 
and then wandered about until I gave I my- 
self up.’ 

Dr. Mathers waived an examination to-day 
and was remanded to jail. 


CLAIMS TO B& CHARLIE ROSS. 


The Strange Narrative ot a Young Man in Portland, 
Matne. 


PorRTLAND, Maine, October 25.— The young 
man who has created a sensation here by 
claiming to be Charlie Ross, was yesterday 
taken to Judge Gould, of the municipal court 
and told his story, and inquired if the judge 
could tellthe name of the father of Charlie 
Ross. 

He thought it might be Edwin. When 
told that Mr. Ross was dead he seemed much 
affected. All details of the route taken by 
the men who removed him from home seem 
fresh in his mind, and he insists that the 
steamer Forest City is the boat in which he 
came here first. 

He says that Jesse James and others took 
him to Brazil in a schooner that was in facta 
pirate, they stealing all the time while on the 
way. The young min said that he felt sick, 
and while in that condition heard James ex- 
press regret at having stolen him. 

He Leard James speak of him as Charlie 
Ross while in Brazil. He says that James 
stole a young Italian girl with whom he 
(Ross) escaped to the UnitedStates. The girl 
is now at work in a shoe factory in Lawrence, 
Mass. The young man has the following 
birthmarks: 

Two biack spots on the shoulder and a 
mole on the right breast. He claims that 
Frank James knows about his brother’s con- 
nection with the case, and a letter in his be- 
half has been sent to James giving all the 
facts and urging him to deal gently by the 
boy. 
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JEFFERSON’S GRAVE. 


The Memoria! Obelisk Which late Commeniorate the 
sreat Kev olutioniat, 


WASHINGTON, October 25.—Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Thomas L. Casey, corps of engineers, 
United States army, who was charged with 
the execution of the joint. resolution of con- 
gress providing for the erection of a suitable 
monument over the grave of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, at Monticello, Va., has made a report to 
the secretary of state announcing the comple- 
tion of that work. 

The burying ground isthe property of the 
heirs of Thomas J. Randolph, grandson of 
Thomas Jefferson, but the rest of the estate 
of Monticello is owned by Mr. T. J. Levy, of 
New York City. A monument eighteen feet 
high has been erected over Jefferson’s grave, 
and the inscription, composed by Mr. Jeffer- 
son and in accordance with his directions 
placed on the obelisk, is as follows: 

‘*Here was buried Thomason Jefferson, au- 
thor of the declaration of American indepen- 
dence, of the statute of Virginia for religious 
freedom and father of the university of Vir- 
ginia.”’ And upon the die: ‘Born April 2, 
1743. O. S. Died July 4, 1826.”’ The total 
expenditure for the work was $8,352.

Arkansas Train Robbers Intercept the Wreng Train 
and Miss Their Booty—A Body Washed 
Ashore—Accidents by Kail and Other« 
wiss Given in Our Columna. 


Sr. Lovis, October 25.—A special to the 
Post-Dispatch from Walnut Ridge, Ark., says: 
An attempt was made to rob the north-bound 
express train on the Iron Mountain railroad 
last night about 10 o’clock, between O’ Kean 
and DeLaplaine, fifteen miles north of this 
place. Fortunately the express train was 
Tate and the local freight train was 
running on the time of the express. The local 
was signaled by three lanterns, and when it 
stopped it was boarded by a party of six men, 
all heavily armed. After a few questions they 
found they had stopped the wrong train, and 
passed into the woods with many curses but 
without molesting anything or anybody. The 
conductor of the local telegraphed Roadmas- 
ter Griffin, of-this place, who summoneda 
posse of citizens headed by John Rhea, and, 
accompanied by the United States Marshal 
O. K. Wheeler, the posse went north on the 
belated express, eager for a fight with the 
robbers, but no further attempt was made 
to rob the train. The robbers were all large 
men, from thirty to forty years old, wore 
heavy overcoats, and carried lanterns. They 
were apparently well organized, and séemed 
to know their business. Every effort is being 
made to capture them. 

WASHED ASHORR. 

VINEYARD HAveEN, Mass., October 25.—The 
schooner William H. Rourke, was found 
sunk in Vineyard sound Saturday night. On 
Sunday morning aman drifted ashore at Gay- 
heard nearly dead from exhaustion. He has 
since recovered sufliciently to report himself 
as Wm. Finley, the mate, and only survivor 
of five members of the crew of the Rourke. 
The vessel capsized in a squall. Finley 
clung tothe bottom of the overturned boat 
twelve hours and finally drifting ashore.

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HER DEAD BODY. 


The Sad End of a Beautiful Young Woman in New 
Jersey. 

Souts River, N. J., October 25.—The body 
of the dead woman found by Zacariah Os- 
born, an oysterman, yesterday, off Bay Head, 
has been identified by- Samuel Morrison, of 
Bayville, who says that she is Miss Milley 
Lewis. The dead woman was 25 years of age. 
Last summer she went, a stranger, to bay- 
ville, and sought board at one of the 
cottages there. Beautiful, lady like, 
and a talented singer and musician, Miss 
Lewis, asshe calls herself, became a great 
favorite with the village folk. A strong 
friendship sprang up between her and Mr. 
Morrison’s daughter, and when, at the close 
of the season, Miss Lewis was to depart for 
New York, Miss Morrison persuaded her to 
accept the hospitality of her home. At times 
it was noticed that Miss Lewis was despond- 
entand she seemed to worry about a letter 
that she expected. On October Ist a letter 
arrived which contained bad news, for she 
wept bitterly over it. Tne next day she in- 
formed Mr. Morrison’s family that the letter 
was from a well-to-do relative who had sup- 
ported her, but woo now said that she must 
make aliving for herself, and desired her to 
accept a ition as music teacher in one of 
the New York public schools.” 

On October 3 the woman left Mr. Morrison’s 
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house, leaving behind her atrunk which, 
she said, she would send for when she got set- 
tled in New York city. All of the clothing 
on the dead girl's body is marked with the 
initials “I. H. 1.,” and in her trunk at Bay 
ville a number of pieces of fine clothing are 
similarly marked. It is not believed that her 
name was Lewis. Mr. Morrison has talken 
charge of the body and will inter it in his 
private burial lot, in case no friends identify 
and claim it. :

STEEL AND IRON. 


Phe Fall Outlook for the Trade in Pitteburg Very 
Eneouraging. 

PirtssurG, Penn., October 25.—The fall 
outlook for the iron ‘and steel trade is very en- 
couraging to the manufac.urers, and contirms 
the operatives in the Opinion that there is 
no necessity for reducing wages at the begin- 
ningol next year, as is threatened. Inter- 
views with a number ot leading mill-owners 
show the following facts: At the office of the 
Solar iron-works business were reported good. 
The mill is on a single turn, making six 
heats in the puddiing department, which has 
been the average run of the works for the last 
year. Theunion mills are running double 
mm the puddling and nearly all the finishing 
departments. [rade is reported very brisk at 
the Fort Pitt iron works; the puddlers are 
working single turn, the finishing ralls are on 
single, but the plate train ison double turn. 
at Wilson, Walker «& Co.’s the puddlers are 
working double turn, and ail the finishing 
rolls, including the railway supply depart- 
ment, are operated to their tull capacity. The 
Juniata iron and steel works of Shvenberger 
dé Co. are active and show no sign of a depres- 
sion. The Wayne iron works of Brown & Co. 
are operated in every department. The pud- 
diers and some of the finishing departments 
are on double turn. At the Vesuvius iron 
works, Sharpsburg, the puddlers are working 
deuble. Other mills were found - to be doing 
a good business. Isabella furnace No. 2, 
blown out last February, is in operation to its 
full capacity. 

GLIDDEN’S DEBTS, 

CLEVELAND, October 25——John N. Glidden 
insists that hisindebtedness to the Republic 
iron company, was incurred in a legitimate 
way. He was given the management of the 
company’s sales, and managed them accord- 
ing to hisjudgment. There was an open 
ledger account, and the books were always 
open for inspection. He admits $900,000 
debts, but exhibits tg the associated press re- 
porter a statement showing the assets in the 
iron, mining stock, metal vessel property and 
real estate, the appraised. value of which is 
$1,020,000. Fully three-fourths of his indebt- 
edness is to banks for money borrowed on 
collateral. He says his unsecured debts will 
not exceed $75,000,

The Burning of Mundorf’s Planing MUlle—Michigan 
Lumber Burned. 
A. &. 


PitrsBuRG, Pa., October 25.—G. A, & 
Mundorf’s planing mill, on the south side, 
together with five two-story frame dwellings 
and one million feet of lumber, were burned 
this morning. The fire spread so rapidly that 
the employes barely escaped with their 
lives, the fireman and engineer receiving se- 
vere burns. In twenty minutes the entire 
mii! and dwellings and lumber were burning 
fiercely, and in an hour smouldering ashes 
only remained. After the ruins had partially 
cooled, search revealed the remains of Frank 
Seibert, a workman. The loss on the prop- 
erty is $55,000. 

Jackson, Miss., October 25.—Seven store 
hetxses were burned at Edwards, Miss., 
to-night. Loss $15,000, partially = in- 
sured. The losers are John H. O'Donnel, B 
Griswold, John Barker, and Cook & Gaddes. 

Hast Saginaw, Mich., October 25.—The saw 
miliand two salt blocks of Bliss, Brown & 
Co., at Zilwaukee, six miles below this city, 
were burned last night. Loss $60,000. Insured 
for $43,000, 

Osweco, N. Y., October 25.—The failure of 
W. A. Kitts, lumber dealer, announced to- 

ay, was caused by losses in stock specula- 
ons. The liabilities were placed at $50,000; 
assets from $20,000 to $30,000.

When Slowar left McCoy’s hotel he left his 
sample case and valise, thus proving that he 
did not intend to go tar away or return to 
New York. It was thought that he went out 
to Hinsdale to sell goods, but he took nosam- 
ples with him. Onthe bottle. found by the 
side of the skeleton was marked 
which is supposed to be the date of death, al- 
though it does not appear who wrote the fig- 
ures. The identification is reasonably com- 
plete, although, as there was only little ex 
cept the bones and the bottle, it must neces- 
sarily be defective. 
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INTER-STATE COM 


Interesting Decision by an lowa Judge Upon Ralls 
way Regulation. 


Des Moines. October 25.—In the circuit 
court, United States Judge McCrary rendered 
a decision upon the question of the right of 
the state to regulate interstate commerce. 
The case arose out of the suit against the IIli- 
nois Central railroad company to recover 
damages for overcharges upon freight shipped 
over that company’s road from points in Iowa 
to points in Wisconsin, and originated under 
the tariff law of 1874, now repealed. Judge 
McCrary held thatthe act in question, if 
applied to through shipments, related to a 
subject in its nature national, and that if the 
power of a state to pass such an act was con- 
ceded it would necessarily include the power 
to discriminate against the commerce of other 
states. For these reasons such a statue wuuld 
bedn violation of the federal constitution and 
not within the power of one state upon an in- 
terstate line to fix rates to be paid for carriage 
within its territory, forthat would, in effect, 
give it the power to demand more than its 
share of a reasonable charge for the entire 
distance. It would be giving to the statutes 
of such a state extra territorial force.

IN THE FRENCH CHAMBERS, 

Paris, October 25—The_ discussion of 
the municipal bill was resumed 
in the chamber of deputies to-day. 
An amendment of the extreme left, favoring 
the payment of municipal councillors, was 
rejected by the -chamber, whereupon M. 
Granet, radical deputy, receiving consent to 
put the question, said that recent official 
statements respecting affairs in Tonquin, 
showed the extreme gravity of the situation. 
The explanations, he declared, were 
indispensable. is remarks were 
received with cheers by the extreme left. 
Protests were also made by the members of 
the other republican group. They con- 
demned the ministry because it had failed to 
convoke the chamber at an earlier date, and 
asked the government togive them an oppor- 
tunity of opening the discussion on the Ton- 
quin question. If the government refused to 
do this they would take steps to force a dis- 
cussion.. Prime “Minister Ferry replied that 
he regretted that uo notice of an _ inter- 
pelation had been given. He would 
be prepared to discuss the Jonquin 
matters when the supplementary credits 
were introduced. The date of their intro- 
duction has not been fixed. When the credits 
were submitted, the cabinet would demand 
either a complete approval or disapproval of 
its action. Ferry’s speech was loudly cheered. 
Granet gave notice that he would introduce 
an interpelation on‘Saturday, and the three 
Bonaparte deputies announced that they 
would submit a metion for an impeachment 
of the ministry. In the lobbies Opinions pre- 
vail that Granet’s interpelation wiil fail, and 
it is believed the ministry will have a large 
majority.

The case of Warren was a peculiar one, and 
shows the sly manner in which the abuses of 
the revenue law are covered up. He has 
been keeping a bakery and confectionary 
store in Cuthbert fora number of years, and 
seems to be doing well. Rumors’ were 
afloat that he was selling whisky by the 
drink, and he was carefully watch- 
ed, His many friends would 
calf on him, including ministers, 
and members of the churches. Marshal

What I wanted to ask 
was, how many newspaper writers have you 
in this kentry, anyhow? Millions! Mercy, 
you stagger me!”’ 

The famous poet yawned wearily, and 
gazed out upon the street. 

‘‘Beastly weather, aint in, my boy?”’ 

‘It’s the first rain we have had here in two 
years,”’ eon reporter, blushing at his 
own recklessness. 

‘Mercy on me!”’ 
‘*You don’t say so?’’

A patent medicine vender recently made $400 in 
Condor, Laurens county. 

The grist mill, gin and cotton press of Mr. W. R. 
Keen, of Dublin, were destroyed by fire, The cause 
of the conflagration is not known, Grinding and 
ginning had been done during the day, but when 
it was discovered, the building had been close. one 
or more hours. Notire had been used at all. Be- 
sides the buildingand mills, three or four bales of 
cotton were consumed. The work has tbe semblance 
ef incendiarism. 

Thecitizens of Tatnall have every reason to be 
gratified with the condition of the finance of the 
county. Mr. W. W. Goodbee, the county treasurer, 
says that the county is out of debt with $925 still re- 
maining in the treasury. Taxes this year are 
light, five-tenths of one per cent being the entire 
amount of both state and county tax. Orders on 
the county treasurer are worth one hundred cents 
on the dollar. 

Calhoun Times: Mr. Bill Dew was thrown from 
his horse last Friday. and his foot hanging inghe 
stirrup he was dragged some distance, but the 
horse was caughtand Mr. Dew released without 
serious injury.

Sumter Republican: On Friday last, Mr. George 
FE.

The grist 
mill near by wason fire several times, but by hard 
work was sayed. Mr. Parker puts his loss at about 
one thousand dollars. No insurance.

Barnesville Gazette: Monday afternoon, in ac- 
cordance with a writ from his honor, Judge Wells, 
ordinary of this county, a jury of tweive gentlemen 
were sworn to investigate and report on the sanity 
of Master Olin P. Smith, son of Mr. W. H. Smith, 
the present receiver of taxes for this county. About 
four years since he was afflicted with illness which 
produced spasms. He has had frequent spells 
since aid has. grown worse until 
his parents have been advised to send 
him to the luratic asylum for special treatment. 
The commission sworn to try the case after hearing 
the evidence and examining the little boy, gave 
it as their verdict that he was afflicted with epilep- 
tic insanity and recommended his being admitted 
tothe asylum. He is also paralyzed in his legs. 
He will be sent to the asylum as soon as application 
by the ordinary can be made and accepted. The 
physicians think he may be cured of his bodily ills, 
and thus his mind may be restored, 

McDuffie Journal: A dastardly attempt to burn 
the ginhouse of Mr. A. R. Strother, in this county, 
onthe llthinstant. The incendiary fired a pile of 
old rails immediately behind the lint roum, and 
Mr. Strother, who had been from home, returned 
and discovered the fire barely in time to save the 
building, When he reached it the rosin was drip- 
ping from the weather-boarding, and in a few min- 
utes more would have been too late.

Sumter Republican: John Johnson, a bad negro, 
with bad antecedents, was arrested by Marshal 
Lingo, on Saturday, for stealing a steer from Mr.

Nicholson procured a horse from the 
Prince Brothers and followed after Culp, but when 
he got to his place he had left there, taking every- 
thing, but the woman who was living with him as 
his wife. Nicholson then procured Deputy Sheriff 
Aaty, andthe two followed Culp on to Columbus, 
reaching that city about. three hours after he did 
Saturday afternoon. The police and sheriff were 
notified, the bridges guarded, the city scoured, but 
Culp could not be found, and up to this date, he is 
still hidden from the sight of those who so earnestly 
want him, 

Ellijay Courier: On the morning of the 2ist inst. 
Mr. Newton McKinney, of Fannin county, was ac- 
cidentally killed at camp 15 of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad. His brother, Mr. M.’McKin- 
ney, has charge Of the commissary department at 
this camp, two miles from this place,and for months 
has kept a boarding house at these portable camps, 
and has his family with him.

Vaidosta, Georgia, 
THE KILLING OF ALLEN.

VaALposTAa, October 25.—Every effort is be- 
ing made tocapture the murderer of James 
Allen, the night watchman of Valdosta, who 
fell a victim to the bloody deeds of three law- 
defying negroes on the night of the 16th 
inst., whilein the quiet discharge of his 
official duties. The circumstances sur: 
rounding this most unfortunate tragedy, are 
truly revolting in all their details. <A party 
of negroes from a turpentine still near Stock- 
ton, Georgia, came to Valdosta onthe day 
above mentioned. .They, as most of this 
class usually are, were well supplied with 
pistosls kept concealed. That night after im- 
bibing freely at several saloons, they betooW 
themselves to the house of some dusky damy- 


| els of bad character, and soon succeeded in 


kicking uparumpus. The women went up, 
town and made complaint to Mr. Allen 
asking him to make the parties 
leave their house. That they 
disturbing the peace, etc. 
negroes inthe meantime, seeing that they 
were about to get intotrouble, hurried off to 
the depot, intending to evade an arrest by 
taking the 11 o’clock train which was then 
due. 

THE FATAL SHOT. 

But Mr. Allen soon came upon them, and 
while attempting to make the arrest, the 
villains fired at him three or four times, one 
shot taking fatal effect. They boarded the 
out-going train and thus escaped. The news 
spread rapidly, and before day light, several 
ofiicers were on the tracks of the murderers. 
Four or five negroes supposed to be connected 
with the affair, were lodged in jail the follow- 
ing day. Coroner Powell summoned a jury 
ofinquest. The jury was composed of our 
best citizens, and thus entered upon the dis- 
charge of their duty with commendable zeal 
and earnestness, Daily sessions were held, 
and a most thorough examination into all 
the evidence was made. They deserve the 
thanks of all good citizens for 
their faithful and well directed 
efforts to vindicate the law and outraged jus- 
tice in this case. 

THE FINDING OF THE JURY. 

The following is the finding of the jury: 
Georgia, Lowndes County: In accordance 
with an inquisition ended this the 23d day of 
October, 1883, before Allen Powell, coroner 
of said county, upon the body of James Al- 
len, lying dead at his residence, in the town 
of Valdosia, in said county, upon the oaths 
of W. H. Briggs, J. 8. Roberts, J. O. Wisen- 
baker, C. R. Barfield, Robert Block, W. F, 
Bradfield, W. P. Roberts, John Falconer, M. 
M. Brinson, Warren H. Roberts, E. L. Mc- 
Leod and C. R. Pendleton, sworn according 
to law as jurors, and chosen by Allen Powell 
to inquire when and how, and in what man- 
ner the said James Allen came to his death. 
We, the said jury, so formed as aforesaid, 
make and return the following presentments 
in reference to the aforesaid matters and 
things, concerning which we were sworn to 
inquire by the said Allen Powell, 
coroner. We, the jury aforesaid, 
upon our oaths, say that John Williams, as 
principal, and Wade Parwjey and Evander 
Scott, as accessories, did on the 10.h-day of 
October, 1883, in said county, unlawfully, and 
with malice aforethought, kill the said James 
Allen, by then and there shooting him with 
a pistol, contrary to the laws of said state, the 
good order, peace and dignity thereof.”’ 

ACCESSORIES CAPTURED. 

Wade Parwley and Evander Scott, the ac- 
cessories to the killing, have been captured 
and arein jail. The city council and the 
county commissioners have together offered 
a reward of $350 for the apprehension of John 
Williams. Marshall Barnett has been out for 
several days in search of the missing crimin- 
al, and he will most likely be captured. The 
evidence points unmistakably to Williams as 
the man who fired the fatal shot and every 
means is being used to make him atone for 
his crime.

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PETRIFACTION. 


PETRIFIED BODIES OF AN INDIAN 
AND A WHITE MAN DISCOVERED. 


Over Thirty Years Ago,inthe Desthly Solitude of the 
Wiildveraese, a Mortal Combat Rages Between 
an Indian and a Texas Voteran-—Bo'h 
Killed and Preserved by the Elements. 


From the McGregor, Tex., Plaindealer. 

Many theories have been advanced regard- 
ing petrifaction. A great many stories have 
been told and published in regard to sudden 
and remarkable petrifactions. Some claim 
that there are localities where the conuition 
of the air is such as to suddenly change vege- 
table matter or flesh to stone in a remarkable 
short space of time. Others’ think 
that certain waters will cause wood or bodies 
of flesh to become hard like stone inavery few 
days. Many entertain the idea that the earth 
in some localities is of such a character or 
nature as to change human bodies ina few 
days or weeks tesolid stone. 

The most remarkable story regarding petri- 
faction that we ever heard which bears any 
semblance of truthfulness is one given in a 
letter from Professor Spring, of Giddings, of 
Lee county, Texas. It isa well known fact 
that Lee county possesses very mary petrified 
trees, stumps and large fungi of peculiar 
shape and appearance. About forty years 
ago when the Indians ard Mexicans were an- 
noying the Tex ns, or American settlers 
along the border, anda large amount of the 
state was border at that time, some straggling 
Indians approached the log house of a Mr. 
Tavlor who had settled near ‘Three 
Forks in Milam county, and 
commenced depredations on them. 
The Taylor family at once put themselves in 
a defensive attitude and ere the sun had sank 
to rest, three dead bodies of Indians were laid 
out on the grass and the rest took a French 
furlough. At the time of this Indian raid on 
the Taylor family, there was a stranger stop- 
ping with them who had started off north to 
the old San Antonio trail and stopped a few 
days at Taylor’s. Howbeitthis man did good 
execution in the fight and doubtless was the 
cause of saving the lives of the entire family 
and the house from the flames. 

At the time of this fight Mr. Taylor had 
two daughters, Mary and Ophelia. Ophelia 
was the younger and attributed her salvation 
on that occasion to the stranger. Two years 
had passed and the stranger met Ophelia 
again and then and there assured her of his 
love for her, and there their love was mu- 
tually plighted to each other. One thing 
only prevented an immediate coasummation 
of the nuptials—he had an Indian to kill. 
One of the same in the fight at Taylor’s had 
met him twice in the woods and had recog- 
nized the stranger as the one who had slain 
his three red friends, and it was a mutual 
recognition, but the stranger escaped alive, 
but after a hard and desperate struggle each 
time. He could not marry until he killed 
this old «Indian. He tofd Ophelia 
that he would see her once 
a year until the Indian was _ kill- 
ed. Twice after this he saw her, the last time 
was when he was on his way from Bastrop to 
San Augustine. This wasin the fall of 1848 
or 1849 She never saw him again aiive, but 
learned at that time bis name was George 
Wayne, and that he had been a Texas soldier 
in the Mexican war. Time passed away and 
Ophelia longed to see her only lover, but he 
came not. Was he dead? None could relieve 
the aching heart of Ophelia, but as time wore 
away she appeared in society and at the age 
of 28 she married a well to do farmer in the 
north end of what isnow Lee county. The 
most remarkable part of this story is contain- 
ed in the following c mmunication seot us 
by Prof. James Spring, whose present address 
is Austin, Texas: 

Bastrop, Texas, September 28.—Editor 
Plaindealer: I have a very remarkable de- 
velopment to communicate to you. It is on 
the subject of petritaction, in which you, 
with myself have much interest. , It is doubt- 
less one of the most remarkable on record. 

You will remember in the reminiscences of 
the early settlement of Texas which you pen- 
ciled down in Giddings last summer a year 
ago, the Indian fight at Taylor's near Three 


Forks, and the stranger who saved Ophelia’ 


Taylor’s life and atterwards declared his loye 
to her and promised to marry her as soon as 
he could kill the old Indian, never returned 
nor was the old Indian ever seen 
again. Both have been found. After thirty 
rears, their bodies have been unmistakably 
indentified. In a deep grottonot far from 
the river about half way between this place 
and Giddings, Mr. John Slagle and son were 
out hunting last week after camping in the 
evening as they were on their way home in 
the Prssbyterion settlement near Tangle- 
wood, Lee county, and about one and 
a half miles from their camp in a sort of 
sink hole,. which is also springy and 
somewhat boggy, they were terror stricken at 
finding two dead bodies as they supposed re- 
cently killed.’ Upon close inspection they 
found that both of the bodies were solid 
rock. There was every evidence of a despe- 
rate struggle having taken place. The Indian, 
which was very easily recognizid as such, ap- 
peared to have received a fatal shot and after- 
wards he doubtless plunged his long-bladed 
knife into the body of the white 
man, as the bodies lie very near 
each other, their teet and legs and about one- 
third of the bodies of each appeared to be 
imbedded in the soft earth and they were 
covered with leaves when first discovered by 
Mr. Slagle who said they appeared as though 
an attempt had been made to hide them. ~ Of 
course, there is nothing having the semblance 
of raiment about them, however, the barre! 
of one rifle was found near their bodies, but 
was really nothing but a mass of corrosion. 
There is not the least doubt in the world that 
the knife was plunged into the body as there 
isa large dark red place with a light yellow 
border over the stomach of the white man or 
Caucasian, as the color of the bodies are both 
grayish white A small section of the abdo- 
men of the Indian was very badly sunk in 
and looked as though supperation might have 
taken place, but if so the skin was never bro- 
ken. 

Mr. Slagle proceeded homeward at once and 
as he passed through Giddisgs 1 met him and 
he in a very secret way related the facts to me 
knowing thatI was very much interested 
and we concluded to keep itto ourselves, I, 
because I feared that it was a joke and he be- 
cause I did. I told Mr. Slagle that I would 
not fail to meet him here if he would return 
soon and take me tothe spot. He promised 
faithfully that be would return the forepart 
of the week,so I waited until Wednesday 
when he returned with his wife, Mrs, Ophelia 
Jones, and hisson. Taking Mrs. Jones in my 
buggy we all proceeded to the spot. Mr. Slagle 
had related the facts to one or two in the 
neighborhood where he resides and it reach- 
ed Mrs. Jones, who came to 
see him and _shis straightforward 
story induced her to accom pa- 
ny the party if Mrs. Slagle would also go. Mrs. 
Jones therefore was prepared, in a measure, 
for mixed feelings on such an occasion. On 
arriving at the spot Mrs. Jones was quite 
overcome and es she saw the bodies exclaim- 
ed ‘‘My God,it is my George!’’ Removing the 
soft earth from his left hand she found @ 
small gold ring on his little finger which she 
said was there before uncovering the hand. The 
bodies were covered somewhat with leaves 
and earth and we all returned. This was last 
Wednesday. 

You will give this to the public for the first 
time, who must draw their own deductions 
from the above facts. The scientific world 
has now another poser. Why were the bodies 
not destroyed by wild beasts if petrification 
did not take place immediately after death.

THE RESULT IN OHIO. 
The official returns in Ohio show that Mr. 


Hoadly has beaten Mr. Foraker and his green- | 


back and prohibition opponents combined. 
He has a clear majority of 1,383 overall. He 
has beaten Furaker 12,529 votes, although the 
latter received 347,064 votes, as against a re- 
publican vote iast year of 297,759. The total 
vote cast in the late election was 721,403, 
being only 3,000 votes short of the largest 
vote ever cast in the state. 

These facts show that the democratic vic- 
tory is a victory in every sense of 
the word. It isno plurality affair, There 
was no indifference among the republicans. 
After a hot canvass and a full vote the people 
declared in fayor ofachange. This verdict. 
was emphasized in selecting members of the 
legislature. In the senate the democrats have 
elected 22, and the republicans only 11; the 
new house will contain 60 democrats and 45 
republicans, affording a democratic majority 
of 25 on joint ballot. Mr. Pendleton or some 
other good democrat will go to the senate, 
Judge Hoadley will occupy the gubernatorial 
office, and the people at large will rejoice that 
Ohio has on a second and well-considered 
verdict decided to become a democratic state, 


THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

The contest for the second place in the goy- 
ernment is becoming warm; and it has as- 
sumed tangible form. Mr. Randall and his 
friends stand pledged against tariff reform.

The people of Penn- 
sylvania will accept it because it was special- 
ly devised to suit their wants, but it is not so 
clear that the sections which are called on to 
contribute for the benefit of Pennsylvania, 
will care to have the period of unequal and 
unjust taxation extended.

We are of the opinion that the election of 
Mr. Randall will, of itself, be sufticiemt to 
put a quietus upon democratic prospects so 
far as the presidency is concerned; for it will 
be serving notice upon the people that the 
men who are supposed to lead the democratic 
party are not prepared to further the movye- 
ment which has for its purpose the reduction 
of taxation in the interests of the people. 

If Mr. Randall is elected, the proposition

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REFORMINGCRIMINALS 


An Interview With Mr. Goldborough 8. Griffica of the 
Maryland Prison Aid Society. 

Mr. Goldborough 8. Griffith, of Baltomore, 
wasinthecity yesterday. Mr. Griffith is 
making a tour of the southern states examin- 
ing the various penitentiary and prison sys- 
tems and will makea report of his observa- 


tions to the Maryland Prisoners Aid associa- 


tion, of which he is president. 

He visited Fulton county jail yesterday 
and after he had inspected that asylum for 
law breakers he was met by a CONSTITUTION 
man who asked: ; 

“What do you think of Falton county 
prison?” : 

“Itisanice building when you have an 
outside view.” 

“But the inside; how does it compare with 
ovher prisons?” 

“Tt isnot what we thigk a prison should 
be,”’ observed the philantropist slowly. “‘A 
prison should be conducted witha view to 
reforming criminals. I found in Fulton 
county jail young boys and what I took to be 
old hardened criminals all together. They 
are not separated asthey should be. The 
prison is not well constructed. One prime 
feature ofa jail is overlooked in baving the 
cells face each other. Asthey open out upon 
a corridor it is impossible to separate the pris- 
oners. If the cells backed each other the 
prisoners could be separated. Itis too small 
also, haying twenty-four cells and 146 pris- 
oners,”’ 

“The idea of our association,’’ continued 
Mr. Griffith, ‘‘is to arouse among the humane 
an interest in -seeing that prisons and peni- 
tentiaries are conducted in such a way as to 
reform the inmates. In Maryland, where 
the socicty has been organized, we 
have succeeded in reducing crime 
to such a degree that there are now only five 
hundred conyicts in the penitentiary against 
twice that number a few years ago.”’ 

“What dothe convicts do?”’ 

“We have a very nice penitentiary where 
the convicts are kept busy manufacturing 
shoes and other articiles.”’ 

‘What does your society think of the lease 
system, such as Georgia has?” 
“We have no sympathy 
lease and sub-leasing systems. 

influence is demoralizing. 
the system.” 

‘Where have you found the worst prison?” 
asked the reporter. 

“T have visited Richmond, Danville, 
Greensboro, North Carolina, Saulsbury, North 
Carolina, Newton, Lincoln and Charlotte, and 
the jail at Charlotte was in the most deplora- 
ble condition of them all. Oneof the pris- 
oners showed me some bread that was given 
him toeat, and it was mere dough—such 
stuff as you would feed to chickens, There 
was no vyentilationand nosunlight. There 
seemed to be a total disregard of the comfort 
and humane demands of the prisoners.”’ 

The reporter tried to get him to say how 
the Atlanta jail ranked but he shook his 
head and declined. 

“Georgia gets $25,000 per year 
victs,’’ remarked the reporter. 
does Maryland get for her’s?”’ 

“Maryland has 500 and they net all the 
way from two to thirteen thousand dollars per 
year. A few years ago they were an expense 
to the state.”’ 

Mr. Griffith left last night for New Or- 
leans. He hopes to bring the matter to such 
general attention that the people of the 
country will be awakened, and give more at- 
tention to the care of inmates of jails, peni- 
tentiaries and poor houses. He expects At- 
lanta to take the initiative in Georgia and 
establish the first Prisen Aid society by 
which good reading, preaching, good counsel, 
etc., will be furnished convicts. He cites 
numerous instances where criminals have 
been reformed by the Maryland society and 
have become good. hard working citizens. {n 
Baitimore the best peopie inciuding the 
judges of the courts, take a lively interest in 
the society.

General Gartrell, vehemently—lI do, sir! I

The charge before the commissioner 
was that they did conspire together and go in 
disguise upon the highway and on_ tbe 
premises of the negroes for the 
purpose of depriving them of 
equal protection of - the Jaw and 
equal privilegesand immunities under the 
law of the United States, breaking into the 
houses and injuring the negroes referred to. 
There was no charge that the negroes were 
beaten because they had or purposed to exer- 
cise, the right of suffrage in a particular 
way. | 

When the matter came before the grand 
jury the indictments were drawn charging 
that the defendants committed the outrages 
because the negroes were for Mr. Speer for 
congress. 

The warrants were tendered in evidence 
and went in. 

THE NIGHT OF TERROR, 

William Anderson, of Banks county, was 
put upon the stand and testified for the pros- 
ecution.
